Startling Disclosures in Judicial 


Corruption—Wholesale Bribery 


of Judges and Juries.

10.—The San Fran- 


Qisco atmosphere is murky with partial 
disclosures of wholesale and indiscrimi- 
nate bribery 
Occasionally gleams ot 


light have appeared, but the air is still 
heavy, though heroic efforts are being 
made to clear it The storm has been a 
long time gathering, but so fierce and 
widespread has it proven that everybody 
is astonished and shocked 
It has come 


from three directions. The Sharon divorce 
case has furnished one storm center, the 
case of Mrs Wright vs. the Geary street 
cable load another, and the case o£ Feeny 
Climy, bettei known as "Little Pet," the 
third 


In the Sharon case the allege d attempt 


to bribe Judge Sbeiman was the sensa- 
tion. Ex Judge Evans, who was indicated 
by ex-Judge Terry to be the culprit, has 
made public a statement emphatically 
denying the charges. 
Notwithstanding 


this Tei ry, n ho is now heje, jeitoratos 
the charges, and says he is willing to lay 
the facts before any authorized person or 
persons. It is nuclei stood that the matter 
will be investigated by the grand jury to- 
day 
Torry promises to make a sensation 


when he gives li s information to the 
grand jury 


TLe Wright case is more complicated m 


its features

One of theso, ex State Senator 


Omghton, has been convicted but owing 
to the kindness of the convicting judge, 
who released him on $1 000 bond, ho failed 
to appear and lecoived his sentence

case ai e H F Moi row, a i eputed nullion- 
aue, and James McCord, who is at pres- 
ent 
at Denver, engaged in cable load 


construction 
iloriow's case came up 


during the past week, but owing to the 
absence of one of the pi mcipal witnesses 
who is repoited to be in Montreal, baa 
been postponed. As McCord's case was 
set to come up after Morrow's trial, the 
pi oceedings are foi the time being blocked. 
It is freely stated that both Creighton 
and Davis have gotten out of the way so 
as to break do\v n the ease for the prose- 
cution 
Morrow is out on $30,000 bail. 


In "Little Pet's" case,the worst features 


appeared. It comprehends the alleged 
bribery of Judge Toohey and District At- 
torney Stonehlll, and a number of minor 
issues in which the notorious politician, 
Christopher Bucklay, is implicated. "Lit- 
tle Pete" was recently convicted of jury 
bribery and in tho course of his trial sev- 
eral attempts to buba the jury which was 
trying him, were detected 
This led to an 


investigation by the grand jury ot bribery 
m general. In tho course of this investi- 
gation it become necessary to secure cer- 
tain documents m the possession of a 
Chmesa merchant, and a search warrant 
w«s procured to obtain them. While fore 
man Menses ot the grand jury was secur- 
ing the papers, a deputy 
sheriff ap- 


peared 
on tuo 
scene 
with a 
writ 


of replevin and attempted to interfere 
with him. In fact, Meimes was compeled 
to deliver the pupeis to the sheriff, but 
while they weie being transferred to the 
sheriff's office, he got some of the most im- 
portant and secreted them 
For this he 


was arrested, but no charge could be made 
to hold against him He then turned about 
and had those who interferred with his 
search warrant arrested for contempt of 
court Among those thus proceeded against 
was H H Lowenthal, the attorney for 
'Little Pet " He was the only one con- 
victed, and was sentenced to five days1 
imprisonment and 't<5UO lino He is now out 
on a writ of habeas corpus, which comes 
up for a hearing next Tuesday 


Among thepapeis secured byMenzies 


was a document which showed that $800 
iiad been paid to Judge Toohey betore 
whom "Little Pet" was tried, and $200 to 
the district attoi ney, 
There were also a 


letter and telegrams which tended to show 
that Christopher Buckley was interested 
in "Little Pet" and had been applied to 
for his influence and aid. None of these 
matters has yet been proven, and those 
implicated make emphatic denials of any 
wrong doing. 


These alleged corruptions being made 


public at the same time, have created in- 
tense indignation among the better class 
of citizens, and will, no doubt, result in a 
thorough investigation and the punish- 
ment of those ea immally concerned. The 
organization of a vigilance committee to 
tioug on the lovee the most important 
malefactors, wis freely 
discussed and 


strongly advocated by one of the morning 
newspapers, but such a proposition was 
only greeted with smiles by the moie col- 
lected and sensible portion of the people. 
Theis is, howevei, a strong movement on 
foot to organize a committee of citizens 
whose dutv it shall be to see that the in 
vestigation is made in the most complete 
mannei, and that firll justife is meted out 
to judge and jury

Condemn the Telegraph 


Monopoly Deal. 


Fowderly's Impassioned Appeal to Vote 


Down a Resolution of Sympathy 


with the Anarchists. 


MINNEAPOLIS, 
Minn., Oct. 11.—The 


Knights of Labor delegates rose early 
yesterday morning and spent the forenoon 
about tho hotel lobbies discussing various 
matters that are likely to come up before 
the general assembly this week.

SHORTHAND WRITING. 


STENOGRAPHY 
CAREFULLY CON- 


SIDERED AS A CALLING. 


It Bu Drowback» tbe Sam* «• Any 


Otlior Ilunlnesi—Some Account of the 
Nature of Thue Di»wkMto~K«t All 
May Become Experts. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


HAUHISBDBO, Pa., Oct. 10.—A correct an- 


derstaiiding of the requirements of a calling 
is to very few more important than to tbe 
aspirant for stenographic honors. Never be- 
fore have so many undertaken stenography, 
and the number is rapidly increasing. It is 
not the purpose of this article to discourage 
any one \iho honestly believes himself quail- 
fled for the pursuit, but to show how delusive 
is the prevailing idea that a few weeks or 
months of study will open a sure, unob- 
structed and delightful highway to fame and 
fortune, and to describe some of the peculiar 
trials and vexations incident to this most 
arduous calling. The stenographer has been 
compared to Bunyan's Pilgrim, standing at 
drat with book in hand, then encountering 
manifold troubles and dangers; and only he, 
who baa experienced the cares and disappoint- 
ments of stenographic work, knows how apt 
in tbe comparison. 


Thu use of stenography in all branches of 


business lias marvelously spread in the last 
few years, and it is now, or soon will be, the 
case that a practical knowledge of tbe art 
will be a requisite qualification of tbe appli- 
cant for a clerkship. While this insures em- 
ployment of stenographers, it will ultimately 
reduce the compensation of the specialist in 
the work and add to his duties, lu addition 
to his regular stenographic services, he is 
now required to perform other clerical work, 
which is usually odds and euds left over by 
the other clerics, or insignificant jobs that 
cannot bo assigned to any particular desk. 
This increases the labor of preparation, and, 
as it is done in the few odd moments when 
not taking dictations or transcribing notes, 
ho cannot acquire by ic such detailed knowl- 
edge of the business as will fit him to manage 
any special department, or to develop any 
other than hia stenographic ability. The un- 
happy result, therefore, is that the stenog- 
rapher becomes a sort of utility man, to be 
uwd for anything, when not transcribing 
notes. 
It being difficult to determine his 


exact station, whom he is under or over, he 
generally ccmcs to be ordered to do this or 
that by everybody; very painfully in the 
mannei' of an office boy. A short time ago I 
overheard an employer inquire of a steno- 
graphic applicant for a [Krsitioii: "Have you 
ever had any experience at wrapping up 
packages)" Hurely the scope of the phonog- 
raphcr's duties is extending with the spread 
of his art! 


Ifc IULS been said tlmt phonography is a 


stepping slono to something higher. True, 
ono mny rise from something lower to it, and 
it may obtain situations Irani which the 
Ktenogrnpher, through 
influence 
secured 


there, can advance. But reaching this higher 
elevation requires a square determination to 
abandon stenography. 
This is hard to do. 


Tho more skillful he is the more reluctant 
will the employer bo to part with him or 
promote him to some other work. 
Hi> «ees 


otlii't1 clciks advanced for appreciated busi- 
ness ability, while the appreciation of his 
skill tends to keep him where he is. Employ- 
el's come to expect nothing from him but 
shorthand, except trifling tasks, uud he thus 
works miller the shadow of men who have 
nob devoted 1 UDtli of the time and labor he 
imn'o pri paralion. So the shorthand sticks 
to him, holding him down to one position by 
fetters Iin bus forced by his doxtei ity. 


I once read an aitk'to la uhir-h it was 


stated that if the same time, energy and ca- 
pabilities, which the attainment of steno- 
graphic s.|x.'ed requires, wore devoted to al- 
most any other promising pursuit, the returns 
would be far greater. 
\Vith the resentment 


of an enthusiastic student, I declared that 
the statement was the untimely offspring of 
a mind soured by failure and disappointment. 
Tho same may possibly he said of this article, 
but aftorbeveral years of experience, meeting 
such success as the calling affords, I am 
constrained to say tlmt the writer knew 
whuruof lie spoke, and that the statement was 
tho legitimate offspi ing uf a mind not soured 
but saddened by disappointment. "Who ever 
heard of a steuogrjphur scribbling himself 
into great wealth or ihatmctlou! 
Dickens 


was a shorthand writer, but that did not win 
his fame. Who knows ot any brown stone 
front gracing a fashionable neighborhood 
solely because a m&n trailed i»t hooks in a 
noto book' But tliero is u mansion whose 
very sliadous aro beautiful that rose from tho 
homely buttor, eggs and lard of yonder 
grocery, and thoru aro scores of others whose 
foundations sprang from equally humble pur- 
suits. Thu stenographer may build stately 
air rattles upon possible speculations or some 
independent business, but he hiisn't time to 
pL'rfei I ly plan his projects or to work up his 
tlftfi initiation, so he keeps on plying his pen, 
tho opportunities pass, his courage to branch 
out for himself wanes, and the castles, dema- 
terinlized, stand before him in tantalizing 
grandeur. 


Tho general belief seems to be that a short- 


hand writer is equal to any amount of labor. 
Because ho win record language at a high 
spood, it is supposed this rapidity extends to 
ovorything IIB does, whereas it takes him as 
long as r.ny ono else to u rite, in longhand. It

In "taking down" 
a rapid speech from dictation—and here the 
stenographer gets no mercy—there is a weak- 
ening tension upon the mind, oyes, ears and 
hands; indeed evory faculty must bo keenly 
alivo to hear and lemoinbor, while writing 
the words already spoken, what the speaker 
Is saying in advance of him; and if It is an 
important matter, in which n mistake might 
bo disastrous tuu reporter feels as if, like At- 
las, ho wero bowed under tho burden of the 
world 
No one but a stenographer knows 


what it is to be overwhelmed by an avalanche 
of words 


Few employers are intentionaliv hard upon 


sboirhnnd clerks, but they do not think what 
wiviry liudgery ti iinscribing notes is. To no 
cloi k will a whim or hasty judgment entail 
as much work a- lo the stenographer. I have 
written many pages, and after hurrying

He estimated bis ser- 
vices to Garflold very low when ha put them 
at $ir>,tiOO, but the auditing board cut him 
down to $0,000, and be came back to find 
that his patients were pretty well scattered 
among the other doctors.

I dropped into the treasury yesterday and 


looked at tho workmen who are engaged in 
constructing the new vault. The treasury 
itself looks like a tomb. It bus great somber 
columns down each side of it, and tbe doors 
of its basement are so cut that they look as 
though they were dug out OL a solid rock. 
Everything about it is massive, and it makes 
me tbiuk more of the Bank of England tbau 
any otber building I have seen. It is made 
iu the shape of a hollow square, nith wide 
tiers of granite walls running around a court 
In the center. It is iu this court that tbe new 
vault is being built. Thick walls of brick 
and cement rise within, and the vault will be 
above and not below ground. Its interior 
will be cut up into cells walled with iron lat- 
tice work, and tho workmen are now rivetmg 
the iron bars composing it together. These 
bars must be very strong, as the weight of 
tbe silver which is t,o bo put in tlia vault will 
be immense. There was a portable furnace 
blazing a way within the vault today, mid four 
men wore carrying red hot rivets and stick- 
ing them through the holes which bad been 
drilled in these ii':,n b-irs. They won1 then 
riveted tvith tho pounding of u l » u v y ham- 
mer while a man beki an iron mallet against 
them ut tho back. Each of these latticework 
walls requires 2,500 rivets, and it will lake 
morotliou 100,000 of these rivets to fasten 
tbe iron work of the vnult together.
